Washington, May 20 —(JP) —John 
L. Lewis said today he "deplores 
talk that a coal strike is inevitable 
July 1 when the United Mine Work- 
ers contract expires. 


There have been forecasts of a 
probable mine stoppage then in 
view of the breakdown yesterday 
of negotiations on a new contract. 
Traditionally, the miners 
do not 
work without a contract. 


Lewis told a 
news 
conference 


there is still time to establish "con 
structive wage negotiations" pro- 
vided coal operators are willing.

Ten-Legged 
Cannon (s 
Demonstrated 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Editor 
Tulsa, Okla., May 20 — (XP)— A 


ten-legged cannon —which shoots 
its legs into oil wells — is on show 
here at the international petroleum 
exposition. 


This cannon is about seven feet 


long, narrow enough —about three 
inches in diameter — to be lowered 
to the bottom of an oil well, or to 
any other level. 


Near the top it has an explosive 


chamber, and when the "shot" ol 
powder explodes there, it drives 
piston downward. The piston 
turn drives the legs. 


These are in pairs, set like real 
legs, one on each side of the gun 
There are five sets, one below the 
other. Going down the well they 
arc folded modestly into slots 
in 
the side of the cannon. 


When the gun fires, the legs are 


forced 
downward. At the same 


time they spread outward, 
each 


pair just like a dancing girl doing 
the splits. The legs are hollow. AS 
they spread each leg is driven into 
the stone sides of the oil well The 
hole in each leg picks up a sample 
of the rock at that point — what 
the oil men call a core. 


After the cannon is fired, it 
is 


pulled up out of the well, its legs 
still hitched on, and each leg gives 
a sample of .the rock. The samples 
are test pieces for traces. 


It is an adage of the well-men 


that an 
oilman will shoot 
any 


thing. Another recent 
gun 
uses 


glass marbles instead of the steel 
uullets. 


These marbles drive through the 
steel walls, or casings and out into 
the oil sands surrounding. They do 
not break until they have gone out 
into the oil rock. They work 
on 


the principle of tornadoes 
where 
straws are sometimes driven into 
tree trunks. 


The straws travel too fast 
to 


break. The marbles do 1he same 
starting at a 
speed 
of 
several 


miles a second, they are shot by 
nitroglycerine. 
They are packed 


around the nitro in an 
arrange- 


ment called the glass marble tor- 
pedo, by the inventor, 
j". Gordon 


Burch. of Borger. Texas. 


Dime-store marbles were 
first 


used. Now they are specially hard- 
ened glass, which explodes 
into 


powder when it. breaks. The tor- 
pedos are used on old oil wells 
which have nearly quit producing.

man drafted in the awncd serv- 
ices should have to servo alongside 
a man of another race if he doesn't 
want to. 


Russell took this stand: 
"We are willing to compromise 


if it wilt allow the individual, draft- 
ed or enlisted hereafter, to have 
the right to live and servo with 
members of his own race." 


The GOP proposal is this: Let 


the scretaries of army, navy and 
air force. decide racial slutus of 
units in which drafted and enlisted 
men would serve. 


Republican leaders wanl to get 


a compromise because if they don't 
there will be a terrific and time- 
consuming row when the draft bill 
comes up in the Senate, probably 


next week. 


As the bill now stands, it says 


"there shall be no discrimination 
against any person on account of 
race or color" in carrying out the 
draft law. 


The measure's 
main provisions 


arc (1) a revival of selective serv- 
ice to permit a draft of men 19 
through 25 years for two years oC 
service in the armed forces, and 
(2) a plan or training 161,000 18- 
year-olds as a reserve.
